New fire truck is 
a costly investment.

The City of South Bay has two 
fire trucks and they both are in 
desperate need of repair. The 
commission met Tuesday night 
only to find out that a new emer- 
gency vehicle would cost 
$125,681. The monthly payment 
for the vehicle will be $1,426 a 
month for 10 years. 

South. Bay City. Manager 
& Safety Equipment, Inc. about 
the city's need for a new vehicle. 
Mr. Baird and Police Chief Roy 
Humston said both fire trucks 
had been receiving repairs and 
the amount of the repairs are 
very costly to the city. According 
to Chief Humston, nearly $8,000 
have been placed in repairs for 
the truck. 

South Bay Mayor Clarence 
Anthony said it is pass due time 
for the city to get a new fire 
truck. He said there have been 
many repairs made to the same 
vehicles and it's time for the city 
to invest in another vehicle. 

The mayor said, “We have 
three options. We do not have to 
purchase the new truck but 
maintain the existing trucks; 
receive an interlocal agreement. 
with the City of Belle Glade to 
provide services to South Bay; or 
purchase the truck." 

Commissioner Milranda Smith 
agreed with Mayor Anthony say- 
ing that this is an emergency 
purchase and it needs to be 
made, however, she was con- 
cerned with how the city would 
pay for the truck. "We need to 
know how we're going to pay for 
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this truck. I know it's an emer- 
gency purchase but $125,000 is a 
lot of money," she said. 

The mayor told the commis- 
sion, “I am not willing to incfease 
taxes for this. I think we can 
squeeze this out of our budget." 

Paul Christiansen told thes 
commission the vehicle they are 
interested in purchasing is a 
1994 model. He said it has a 
diesel engine and an automatic 
transmission. 
with the life of the vehicle. Mr. 
Christiansen told the commis- 


sioners the trucks can operate ` 


efficiently for 15 years in a busy 
fire department. 

Mayor Anthony said he was 
interested in some kind of trade- 
in on the truck the city already 
has. Mr.-Christiansen said he 
had looked at the vehicle on an 
earlier occasion, however, he 
could not give the city the same 


trade-in as he had quoted at that ` 


time. He said the truck needs too 
many costly repairs. 

The mayor said, "This is-like a 
car. I would like to see some sort 
of trade-in on our existing truck. 
When we speak of a $125,681 
investment for a new truck, I 
would like to see us get a trade-in 
for the vehicle that we already 
have.” 2 

Following much discussion, the 
commission opted to further dis- 
cuss the issue before making a 
decision to invest in the vehicle. 

Mr. Christiansen told the com- 
mission there are nine trucks of 
that style in the warehouse. He 
said they are sold on a first-come 
basis. 


City to spend $770,000 to 
make modifications at 
wastewater treatment plant

In the first of several costly 
improvements to the city's drink- 
ing'water system and the 
wastewater treatment plant, 
Belle Glade officials voted Mon- 
day night to spend $770,000. 

The money, to be taken from 
the city's replacernent and repair 
fund, will be used to install site 
piping and roto screens and to do 
back flushing and acid testing of 
the city's deep well injection sys- 
tem. 

The city is required by state 
and federal regulations to 
bring the wastewater.treat- 


ment plant up to code by Oct. 
31-or face fines of $10,000 a 
day. 

Total improvements to both 
plants are estimated to cost 
the city up to $15 million. 

"I don't want.to tax people in 
the city because T'm a taxpayer 
inyseélf," said Commissioner 
Daniel Bythwood. "But, if we 
do what we have to do now, we 
will save the taxpayers mon- 
ey.

Dismissal at school needs ‘changing ~ enrolled at Glade View four months ago-and I 


A letter to Glade View Elementary's Princi- 
pal and Vice Principal : 

As a parent, I am extremely concerned for the 
safety of the children. Therefore, I am having a 
hard time adjusting to the way the school is 
practicing the dismissal of the children. 

In the afternoon, Glade View Elsnentary. 
School is extreme chaos. My kids are pickups in 
the afternoon and it is totally ridiculous how the 
kids are allowed to run "free", if I may use that 
word. Children are darting in and out of the 
traffic trying to cross the street, kids are too 
close to the curb side and they are literally told 
to leave the campus. The fence is pulled almost 


„closed and there aren't'any teachers or faculty 


members on the outside of the fence. The few 
staff members that are there tell the kids to "get 
on the outside of the fence." 

Even though the speed limit is 15 miles-per- 
hour, and from what 1 observe, the vehicles are 
adhering to the speed limit, we have got to 
remember that these are students, they are chil- 
dren, and they are not responsible for them- 
selves: we are responsible for the children. 

And why is the gate pulled closed during dis- 
missal? It seems to me it would be much safer 
for the children if parents who pick their chil- 
dren up are allowed to enter and exit through 
the gates rather than park on the side of the 
road and across the street from the school and 
the children are darting in and out of cars and 
traffic to get to their parents. 

On а few occasions, I have also noticed-that 
some children aren't being picked up on time. 
I've seen these children as late as 3:30 p.m. 
standing alongside the road, alone. As adults, 


та sure we know there are some people who do, 


harm children as well as adults. When children 
are left unattended, we have to admit that any- 
thing can happen. Why can't children who aren't 
picked up at a certain time be permitted to go to 
the front office? It is too dangerous and risky to 
leave the students unattended. 

I have witnessed several instances where the 
children are running in front of vehicles at your 
school. If a child is hit by a car, there will be 
some-terribly unhappy, harsh and unfriendly 
parents. When students attend school (any 
schgol), the school is responsible for the child 
while they are at the school That ; includes the 
dismissal of the children. 

I'm definite there is something that can be 
done to correct the problem (and I see it as a big 
problem). I've discussed the issue with other 
parents and I am not the only parent who feels 
this way. Safety is the most important thing for 
the children. What I can see at this time, n Glade 
View's dismissal is not safe. I'm willing tos assist 
you in correcting this problem. My children 


noticed the problem at that time. I never said 


that would correct itself. I do not see it correct- 
ing itself, therefore I think that is is well over- 
due for conversation and a solution.

areas, and most construction after a hurricane, 
will be new). 

This legislation is obviously important to 
everyone who lives or makes a living in or near 
any coastal area. It may not be во obvious, but it 
is certainly important to those who live or make 
their living inland. One of the effects of these 
bills would be reduced property values for 
coastal and near-coastal properties, which will 
reduce property tax revenues from those proper- 
ties and require more from everyone else. Anoth- 
er effect would be a reduction in the number of 
coastal hotel/motel facilities, and the enjoyment, 
employment, and tax revenues provided by 
them.

‘Attorney Watterson wins award for 
pro bono work in school board lawsuit 


The Florida Bar has named 
d Palm Beach Gardens Attorney. 
Terence J. Watterson as the 
1994 recipient of the Florida 
Bar President's Pro Bono Ser- 
vice Award. Mr. Watterson was 
presented the award at a cere- 
mony before the Florida 
Supreme Court on Wednesday, 
Feb. 16, in Tallahassee.

Court and the Florida Bar, the 
award is given annually to a 
lawyer whose time and profes- 
sional expertise have con- 
tributed to making legal ser- 
vices available to those 
otherwise unable to afford 
them. 
Mr. Watterson receives the 
‹ award primarily in recognition 
of his représentation of school 
children and their parents in 
Belle Glade in 1987. The Palm 
Beach County School Board 
voted to locate a new high 
school facility four miles out- 
side the city limits @f Belle 
Glade, requiring the busing of 
100 percent of the school popu- 
lation to the remote site. The 


site was adjacent to Glades 
Correctional Institution, a 
Florida close security prison. It 
was also discovered during Mr. 
Watterson's investigation, that 
the land was contiguous to two 
landfills which had contami- 
nated soil and had contaminat- 
ed the site. 

Mr. Watterson undertook the 
representation of the parent 
group in 1990 without pay, and 


- was initially unsuccessful in 


persuading the school board to 
change the location of the new 
facility, as it had alréady spent 
in excess of $3.3 million in site 
work in an attempt to make 
the property suitable for con- 
struction. Mr. Watterson filed 
suit on behalf of a parent and 
non-profit organization against 
the school board in May 1991. 
The litigation was successful 
and in August 1991, the school 
board entered into a consent 
judgment against it, enjoining 
‘any further usage of the land 
for education facilities and 
agreed to court supervision of 
the construction of a new high

well as sperm. 


С. Myth #3: Condoms frequently break 
Another агеа ог concern expressed by some is 
about the quality of latex condoms. Condoms 
‘are classified as. medical devices and are regu- 
lated by the FDA.'Every latex condom manufac- 
tured in the United States is tested for defects 
before it is packaged. During the manufacturing 
process, condoms are double-dipped in latex and 
undergo stringent quality control procedures. 
Several studies clearly show that condom break- 
age rates in this country are less than two per-

Fruit trees will remain healthy when 


Many area fruit trees are 
now starting to push out long 
awaited flowers and new 
growth. Make sure that your 
tree is in good health by fertil- 
izing it with a good quality cit- 
rus fertilizer at recommended 
rates, Many people delay fertil- 
izing when they see blooms 
appearing but you don't have to 
worry, about this as long as the 
fertilizer is applied correctly. 
Ideally fertilizer should be put 
out before the tree gets into 
heavy bloom but if it is already 
in flower now, you still need to 
have the nutrients there for the 
tree to take up. 

Along with the fertilizing 
many people are doing some 
selective pruning of citrus and 
if you have some dead branches 
or unwanted branches that are 
too low, too high, or too wide, 
these can be safelt removed 
this time of year. 

Also people worry about 
existing fruit on the tree and 
whether it will affect this new 
bloom which is coming out, In 
“have to 


remove existing fruit: The hew "" 


flowers that are emerging and 
the new fruit that will form will 


not be/affected by the existing 
fruit on the tree. 

If you are not getting suffi- 
cient rainfall in you area, make 
sure that trees are watered 
about every 10 to 14 days at 
this time of the year, but not 
more than that. Excessive 
watering can cause root stress 
which will cause the tree to 
abort flowers or young fruit 
and this will decrease the 
amount of crop for the upcom- 
ing season in the fall. 

This is a good time to make 
sure that trees have any pests 
or diseases controlled that 
would interfere with the trees’ 
growth for the upcoming sea- 
son, Some of the common pests 
to look for on citrus include 
sucking oests as asphids, scale 
and occasional chewing pests 
such as caterpillars or beetles. 

If you are thinking about 
adding fruit trees to the land- 
scape, many area retail nurs- 
eries that sale citrus have good 
inventories at this time of the 
year and this is an excellent 


“time to get” then ^i the 


‘grotind’By planting citrus пом 
it will have the benefit of our 
upcoming long growing season 


to become well established and 
should not experience any 
major problems next winter. 

Citrus trees which are 
neglected in the landscape will 
often fail to produce many flow- 
ers. If your tree is not blooming 
yet it may either be needing an 
additional, feeding or perhaps 
it may be waiting until next 
month. Citrus, particularly 
-grapefruit will'often wait until 
March to start heavy bloom. In 
most recent years, bloom on cit- 
rus can occurup to as late as 
the first week in April so until 
then you still have a chance of 
getting some flowers and 
potential fruit. Most of the cit- 
rus coming into bloom now are 
oranges, lemons and limes 
which typically bloom early. 
One side of the tree will often 
bloom earlier than the other 
and it's not unusual to see the 
south or southeast portions of 
citrus in full bloom while the 
remianing part of the tree has 
buds just beginning to form.

insects. Once the fruit has 
formed it is safe to apply most 
approved citrus pesticides. 

There are diseases that 
attack newly-formed fruit and 
it is generally recommended 
that citrus be sprayed with a 
cooper fungicide after the 
-young fruit have formed and 
before it is larger than a mar- 
ble. This will prevent the 
entrance of citrus scab and 
other diseases which will 
cause fruit to become unsight- 
ly and distorted.
